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THE SECON. D CONGRESSIONA L
DISTRICT.

A varor meeting of the Republican voters
of the Tenth ward was held last evening, at
which the policy of nominating & new Con.-
gressional candidate in the SBecond district
was strongly advocated. This distriet com-
prises the heart of the old city of Philadel-
phis, and it is one of the wealthiest and most
intelligent in the whole Union. As it con-
tains hundreds of Republicans who are infi-
nitely superior, in intellectual endowments,
to “he average Oongressional standard, and as
its oxtongive and varied interests imperatively
require first-class ability to secure a proper
degree of comsideration at Washington, its
citizens bave a right to expect and de-
mand that pre-eminent talent will ho
pressed into their service. No portion of
the country can sq illy afford to be repre-
sented by a medioore nonentity. The heart of
Philadelphia should always have on the floor
of Congress a man who can talk and act as
woll as vote for her in a worthy and forcible
mauner. In former times, when Horace
DBinney or John Sergeant wera whosen to re-
present this oity, her voice always secured a
respectful hearing, if not a potential influ-
ence. Communities gain weight in all politi-
cal bodies rather by the character of the men

who are chosen to act as their repre-
sentatives than by their in-
tringic importance, and the rodest

wild-cat district which sends a fullgrown
man to the Capitol will command more atten-
tion than a whole constituency of merchant.
princes and learned savans which permits
itself to be represented by inferior talent.
Applying these well-known principles to the
question at issue, it is right for the people to
inquire whether Hon. Charles O Neill is the
best man that the Republicans of Philadsl-
phia can find to represent them. One of the
speakers at the meeting last night contended
that he was neither a first-rate lawyer nor a
first-rate bnsiness man, and the people can
judge whether these allegations are true.
The resolutions adopted last evening took
the ground that at the present time,
in view of the pérsistent assauits
which are being made upon the protective
system, and the agitation of financial ques-
tions of vital moment, it is specially import-
ant that our best and strongest men should
be sent to Congress; and there is great force
and wisdom in these suggestions. Whatever
may be the cause, it is a matter of regret that
not a single one of the members that the
Republicans of Philadelphia have been re-
elect ing for term after term is now at the
head of a Congressional committee, and with
a single exception not one of these members
has pgained a national reputation. In these
times FPhiladelphia needs something more
than mere fidelity, or the bare ability to vote
right, which thousands of oconstituents pos-
gess in.common with their Congressmen, and
no personal considerations or paltry elec-
tioneering devices should be allowed to pre-
vent the people from securing talented and
influential Representatives,

THE PENNSYLVANIA HOSPITAL-—
OLINICAL INSIRUCTION TO WoO-
MEN.

Tux annual meeting of the contributors to the

Pennsylvania Hospital was held on Monday

afternoon, and the prooeedings possessed an

unusual degree of interest on account
of the discussion of the vexed question
whether clinical instruction should be
given to female medical students. There was
a strong array of the advocates of each side of
the controversy, and a full hearing of the
arguments p7o and con. On the part of the
male doeotors, various reasons were gtren-
vously urged for the exclusion of the gentler
sex. It was alleged that the protest of the
medical and surgical staff against their ad-
mission, and the hostility of the profession
to that measure, should be deemed an
insurmountable  barrier. It was also
contended that the usefulness of the
institution will be diminished by the admis- |
sion of women to the clinics, and that the
number of free patients has materially de-
clined since the agitation of this matter. One

physician asserted that patients fregunently |

ask whether they are to be-introduced into a
clinio attended by women, and positively
decline to be treated in their presence,
Other dootors spoke of the embarrassments
to which lecturers to mixed clinies were sub-
jected in many cases, and the impossibility
of disoussing a large class of subjects, in the
presence of women, with proper fresdom.
Another physician tock still bolder ground,
alleging that while ke did not wish to pre.
vent women from studying medicine, he con-
sidered it improper for them to do so, and
that the profession would be degraded by the
reeognition of either mixed clinics or any
other kind which gave good facilitias for in.
gtruction at the Pennsylvania Hospital,
On the other hand, the cause of the women
was admirably and earnestly defended. Uue
peaker alleged that, as a matter of justice
and law, recognized female students of meli-
cine have as good & right to purchase tickets
and attend the clinics as miale stadents, aud
that this right could and would be entoreal
b’ the courts if thﬂj" were ‘l)ll’ﬁll.’(l to. A
lady speaker, who was one of the contributors
to the hospital, mades a strong appeal in behalf
of her gisters. At another stage of the pro.
ceedings an indigaast denial by sowe of (i
male physicians *ﬂ.nt of an intention *»
provent women from studying wediciue was

| answered in a very telling mannar by the
1 produotion of a resolution passed by a leading
medioal society, which declarea that female
physiclann or male professoras in female
medical colloges cannot become membaers of
the society, and that they must nol even be
consulted with, by regulars, for the benefit of
suffering humanity.

The illiberal spirit displayed in this resola-
tion unfortunately still animates a large por-
tion of the male members of the medioal
profession, notwithstanding the good ex-
ample set by some of the ablest and noblest
devotees of the healing art in discarding dis-
creditable and narrow prejudioes,

These prejudices, however, wers totally
Jisregarded in the final action of the meeting
on Monday, by a decisive vote in favor of the

following preamble and resolution: —

“Whercas, The m re of the Penosylvania
Hospital have asked the ocontributors to inform the
{ncoming board of their wishes In regard to clinleal
Instruction to women ; and

“Whereas, Buch instroction, when given to Ia
bodies of men and women oolleotively, (s, In the
::lind.ll of many, of guestionable expedience ; there-
ore

“Resolved, That the managers, aftar conferriog
with their medical and surgioal staff, shail, If prac-
tieable, arrange for appropriste, thorough olinical
instruction In the Funnnylvnula Hospital to the
n’:mem.a of the Woman's Medical College of this
olty

It will ba seen that this is a compromise
measure, It was not satisfactory to the ex.
tremists of either side, for the ultra advocates
of woman's rights wished to have mixed
clinics authorized by a direct vote, while the
medical speakers were totally opposed to all
forms of clinical instruction to women at the
hospital. The lady speaker of the oocasion,
however, took the sensible ground that *‘if
the resolution was adopted allowing separate
clinics, the women would be satisfled and the
publie would commend the action;” and these
sentiments will meet general approval. The
capacity of some women to become good
physicians is no longer a matter of doubt,
and their utility is prevem by the
demand for their services, BSince they
will be doctors, whether the Pennsylvania
Hospital admits them to its clinies or not,
the public interest will be promoted by
every new facility granted for their instrue-
tion. Every new fact they learn will help to
soothe the sufferings or to prolong the lives
of their future patients; and in many afflie-
tions, espeocially those which are peculiar to
their sex, they will often be enabled to grant
relief that would not even be asked for from
male physicians,

TO0 MUCH OF A GOOD THING.
Tur proposition to make the 30th of May in
eack year a legal holiday for the deco: -tir
of the graves of Union soldiers, which is ...
agitating Congress, ought to be voted down
without delay. There are already enough
| legal holidays, and no addition shounld be
made to them unless for the ocelebration of
some great national event of equal import-
ance and interest with the signing of the
Declaration of Independence. The objec-
tions to the proposition under consideratior
are that it will tend in a great measure to
keep alive the unpleasant memories of the
war for the snppression of the Rebellion,
that it will never be observed but by a por-
tion of the nation, and that after a very few
years it will not be observed by anybody in
the manner that those who originated the
idea intend. A national holiday cannot be
oreated, although the Government may set
apart a day for the purpose, and it is idle to
expect that the sucoeeding generations will
feel the same immediate interest in the fallen
Union soldiers that the present does. This
may not sonnd as well as some of the elo-
quent nonsense that a great many men in and
out of Congress are doubtless prepared to
utter on this theme, but it is the truth never-
theless; and most sensible persons will think
that some better way of homering our fallen
heroes can be found than by getting up an
annual funeral for them. This proposition,
like Senator Cameron's scheme for giving
medals to the volunteers who first entered
Washington in answer to the proclamation of
President Lincoln, isa cheap bid for popular-
ity on the part of those who make it; and
Congress will not represent the wishes of the
people of the country if it obstruots business
by legalizing another holiday. There is
nothing to prevent those who desire to testify
to their respect for the memories of our fallen
heroes from decorating thelr graves every
year, or every day in the year, from now
until the end of time; but there is no ooca-
sion whatever for an aot of Congress on the
subject, and members of Congress will merit
the regards of their constituents more by
atlending to the legitimate business that is

hefore them than by wasting their time over
such silly schemes n.s thls
